Well-Known Railroad Man Falls From 


Wagon and Receives Fatal 


Injuries. 


R. VV. Bryan, general superintendent 


of the western division of the Great 
Northern 
railway, 
died 
Thursday 


evening at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
S. D. G. Anderson of Grand avenue 
and Cienega, from injuries received 
the previous evening. 


Mr. Bryan came out to Covlna on 


Tuesday to visit his son, A. R. Bryan, 
who with his wife resides on the 
orange grove purchased some four 
months ago by Mr. Bryan, Sr., from 
Mr. Kincaid. 
On Wednesday 
after- 


noon his brother-in-law, L. P. Matta- 
tall, 
a well-known orange 
grower, 


drove over to the ranch and towards 
evening the Bryan men decided to 
return with him to the Mattatall home. 
Mr. Bryan, Sr., and Mr. Mattatall, 
both heavy men, occupied the high 
seat of the farm wagon. When they 
reached the corner of Cienega and 
Grand avenues, opposite the Anderson 
residence, something went wrong with 
the bed of the wagon and tipping the 
seat, threw Mr. Bryan with great 
force onto the backs of the horses 
and thence to the ground. Miss Mar- 
tha Anderson, who witnessed the ac 
cident from the porch of her home, 
states that the injured man was not 
trampled by the horses, as after strik- 
ing their backs he rolled off on the 
left side, the team swerving to the 
right, and it was at this time that the 
pole dropped from the neck-yoke. 


The injured man was unconscious 


when picked up and remained so until 
his death. He was carried Into the 
Andenson home and Dr. Reed was 
summoned, who found him •suffering 
from several broken ribs and other in- 
ternal injuries. 


After 
his death, which occurred 


early on Thursday evening, the body 
was conveyed to Pasadena over the 
Southern Pacific in a special car in 
which he arrived only recently from 
the East. The funeral will occur in 
that city Monday at 3 p.m., the burial 
being in Mountain View cemetery. 


While Mr. Bryan has been a fre- 


quent visitor to Los Angeles, Mrs. 
Bryan has made her home in Pasa- 
dena for fifteen years. On July 29, 
Mr. Bryan came from Minot, N. D., 
his railroad headquarters. 


Mr. Bryan was 6t years old, and was 


exceedingly well known in railroad 
circles, and for over forty-six years 
has boon Identified with the building 
up of the transportation facilities of 
the country. As the goiuiral super- 
intendent of the important central di- 
vision of the Groat Northern, he was 
identified for many years with the <!<;- 
velopment of the country weal, of-the 
Mississippi. 


WORKED HIS WAY l"P. 


Mr. Bryan was born in FoHtoria, O., 


and was the youngest of a largo fam- 
ily of brothers and sisters, all of 
whom are dead. 
Whed 1"> years old 


he went to work in the ofllf-es of the 
C. B. & Q. as telegraph operator and 
later as a station agent. 
He rotio 


steadily by hard work and did not 
miss a rung of the railroad ladder. 


In 1881 he went to work for tho 


Great Northern at St. Paul as train 
dispatcher, became division train dis- 
patcher iind then in HuccftHsion aHHlnt- 
ant division BUpertiiU'iulfiit, division 
superintendent, assistant general 
HII- 


perintfiiulunt ami then general super- 
intendMit. At the time of bin death 
he was preparing to retire from huwi- 
ness.

j David, listen to the wisdom of Samuel 


and Solomon, and the promises of 
.Isaiah; with them we sit beside the 
river Chebar, and hangour harps upon 
the willows of sorrow; with them we 
share the joy of the home-coming and 
join in the song, "When the Lord 
turned again the captivity of Zion, 
we were like unto them that dream." 


When we consider the workings of 


God's providence in and through the 
history of this people, we are con- 
strained to repeat, reverently and ten- 
derly with Isaiah, "In all their afflic- 
tion he was afflicted and the angel of 
his presence saved them; in his love 
and in his pity he redeemed them, 
and carried them all the days of old." 


Realizing that God worketh always 


with purpose, the question presents 
itself, 
"What 
was 
God's 
purpose 


here?" 


Most certainly it stands as an ever- 


lasting token of God's love and mercy, 
but it has been borne in upon me, 
that there was involved a deeper, un- 
derlying motive, which even more 
truly and fully emphasizes the wis- 
dom and care of our common Father. 
All through this story we find reiterat- 
ed the promise made to Abraham; 
that in his seed should all the world 
be blessed. So, today, I present to 
you the thought, that the Hebrew race 
was segreated and developed for this 
one great purpose; that from this "pe- 
culiar people," from a specially ap- 
pointed tribe, from the royal family, 
as a result of the long cultivation in 
.all the experiences of life, with a pre- 
~*iTa£al influence, throbbing with relig- 


ious fervor, there should be born Jesus, 
the Savior of Men. in the light of 
this preparation, 
this evidence of
